The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Adlington 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 1961. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  Provisional  Report  on  the  1961 
Census,  the  population  of  the  District  is  4281  which  compares  with  the  1951 
Census  figure  of  3998. 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  86  which  is 
22  more  than  in  the  year  I960.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  19.5  per  1000 
population  (adjusted  20.9)  as  compared  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  country 
as  a whole  of  17.4.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  is  the  highest  recorded 
since  1949  when  it  was  20.0. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  the  District  was  57  or  1 fewer  than 
in  the  previous  year;  giving  a death  Rate  of  13. 0 per  1000  population 
(adjusted  14.4)  as  compared  with  the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of 
12.0.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  37  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
of  65  years  of  age  and  over.  Of  these  9 were  JO  or  more,  12  were  75  or  more, 

7 were  80  or  more  and  9 were  85  or  more  years  of  age. 

In  regard  to  the  causes  of  death,  the  number  of  deaths  from  malignant 
neoplasms  was  9,  or  one  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  there  were  two 
deaths  from  leukaemia  whilst  there  was  none  from  this  cause  in  I960.  The 
number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  heart  was  the  same  in  both  years  - 19. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  no  deaths  were  attributed  to  tuberculosis. 
Deaths  from  other  causes  show  only  minor  variations. 

There  were  two  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year,  as  compared 
with  4 in  the  year  I960.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  23.3  as 
compared  with  21.4  for  the  Country  as  a whole.  Both  infants  were  premature. 
There  were  3 stillbirths  as  against  2 in  the  previous  year.  These  were 
triplets  born  prematurely. 

In  regard  to  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  49  cases  were  notified 
as  compared  with  58  in  I960.  The  notifications  were  as  follows 

Tuberculosis  1,  Scarlet  Fever  6,  Measles  38  and  Pneumonia  4. 

A Mass  X-Ray  was  conducted  in  November  1961,  the  results  of  which  are 
given  in  detail  in  the  report. 

During  the  year  4 houses  were  closed  as  being  unfit  for  habitation. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  District  is  reasonably  good.  Quite  a 
large  number  of  houses  have  become  owner-ocoupied  and  have  been  modernised. 
There  are,  however,  a small  number  which,  unless  action  is  taken  to  prevent 
further  deterioration,  will  fall  to  be  dealt  with  as  unfit.  More  advantage 
might  be  taken  of  the  Grant  Schemes  available  for  modernisation. 

Plans  for  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal  works 
were  completed  by  the  Consultant  Engineers  and  the  Scheme  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  8 private  streets  have  been  made  up. 

A sample  od  milk  was  found  to  contain  brucella  abortus  organisms  which 
can  give  rise  to  the  disease  known  as  undulant  fever  in  man.  Pasteurisation 
of  milk  kills  the  organism  and  renders  the  milk  safe. 

Other  matters  relating  to  environmental  conditions  are  dealt  with  in 
the  report. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  willing  assistance  at  all  times.  My  thanks  are  due  also 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  support  and 
consideration  extended  to  me.

An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  weekly  (Wednesdays  2-4  p.m, ) at  the 
Christ  Church  Schoolroom,  Railway  Road,  Adlington,  and  is  attended  weekly 
by  a Medical  Officer  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  well  as  the  County 
Health  Visitor,  The  Medical  Officer  is  Dr.  W.  J.  O’Neill. 

The  Divisional  Health  Committee  have  recommended  the  County  Council  to 
provide  a purpose-built  School  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  and  the  project 
has  been  included  in  the  County  Council's  provisional  building  programme  for 

1963-64.

In  1958  1414  people  were  X-rayed  and  the  increase  of  160  examinees  in 
the  recent  Survey  is  very  gratifying.  Of  the  total  of  1574  people  X-rayed 
only  698  had  previously  been  X-rayed  by  Mass  Radiography,  which  means  that 
a further  87 6 people  had  been  X-rayed  for  the  first  time. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  (l)  from  the  Blackrod  Reservoir 
by  arrangement  with  Blackrod  Urban  District  Council,  and  (2)  from  a tapping 
of  the  conduits  taking  the  Manchester  Supply  from  Thirlmere,  by  arrangement 
with  Manchester  Corporation.  The  supplies  are  inter-changeable  and  comple- 
mentary. 

In  1957  a chlorinating  plant  was  installed  at  Harding  Street  Pumphouse 
which  deals  with  the  Thirlmere  supply,  since  which  time  samples  of  water  have 
proved  satisfactory.  The  Blackrod  supply  was  already  chlorinated,  and  samples 
taken  from  that  authority  were  consistently  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis,  three  were 
reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  after  re-sampling,  the  results  were  highly 
satisfactory.

During  early  May,  as  a result  of  inf ormation  .received  from  the  Manchester 
Waterworks  Undertaking  that  considerable  contamination  had  occurred  in  the 
Thirlmere  Aqueduct  following  a~  cloudburst  which  coincided  with  repairs  - north 
of  Preston,  it  was  agreed  that  warning  notices  should  go  out  advising  that  all 
water  from  Thirlmere  should  be  boiled  before  use  for  human  consumption.  This . 
procedure  was  followed  out  in  all  parts  of  the  area  served  by  Manchester’s 
Thirlmere  Aqueduct,  There  was  very  slight  discolouration  in  this  district  and 
samples  sent  for  bacteriological  analysis-  showed  no  contamination.  The  amount- 
of  chlorination  was  temporarily  increased. 

Every  house  in  the  area  has  a "main  supply".  During  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1961  a total  of  38,597,000  gallons  of  water  was  consumed  for  all  pur- 
poses, giving  an  average  consumption -of  36,85  gallons  per  head  of  the  population- 
per  day.  After  deducting  10.755,000  gallons  of  water  supplied  by  meter  to 
various  premises  during  the  year,  this  gives  an. average  of  30.11  gallons  per  day 
for  domestic  use. 

Complaints  regarding  the  supply  of  water  in  the  Babylon  Lane  area  of  the 
district  have  been  investigated,  and  the  Counoil  have  been  recommended  to 
scrape  and  re-line  the  main  serving  this  area  early  next  year. 

Joint  Water  Board 

Nothing  has  yet  been  settled  regarding  the  formation  of  a Water  Board 
comprising  Chorley  Borough,  Adlington,  Blackrod,  Horwich  and  Withnell  Urban 
Districts  and  Chorley  Rural  District. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Only  28  outlying  properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 

Most  of  these  have  Septic  Tanks.  Sewerage  disposal  is  by  precipitation  and 
filtration  over  3 coke  filters  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Harrisons  Farm. 
The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Douglas.  The  Sewage  Works  was 
modernised  in  1931.  Further  extensions  are  under  consideration;  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared  a Scheme  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  and  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government. 

The  preparation  of  this  Scheme  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  are  now  too  small  to  deal  with  the  greatly  increased  amount  of 
sewage  now  flowing  into  them,  owing  to  the  considerable  development  which  has 
taken  place  since  1945  and  particularly  during  the  last  five  years. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

1678  moveable  ashbins  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  local  authority.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at-  tho  -Council— owned  Tip  in 
Bradshaw  Fields,

Lavatories  and  Urinals 


There  are  public  lavatories  at  the  upper  and  lower  Recreation  Grounds, 
and  modern  sanitary  conveniences  at  Station  Road  and  Babylon  Lane.  The 
conveniences  are  cleaned  daily  by  the  Local  Authority's  workmen.  Wilful  damage 
to  these  conveniences  still  continues  and  to  try  to  prevent  as  much  as  possible, 
the  conveniences  are  locked  up  each  night,  metal  gates  having  been  fitted. 

Shops  and  Offices 


There  are  between  90  and  100  registered  Shops  in  the  area.  No  action 
under  the  Shops  Act  or  Public  Health  Act,1936,  was  taken  during  the  year.  The 
County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Aots,  your 
Public  Health  Inspector  acting  as  their  Agent.  The  Public  Health  Inspector 
made  83  visits  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  area. 

Smoke  Abatement

HOUSING-  CONDITIONS 


Pre-191A-  houses  are  chiefly  stone-built,  though  some  are  brick,  with  slated 
roofs,  2 or  3 bedroom  terraced  type  without  hot  water  systems  or  bathrooms. 
Prevailing  defects  are  dampness.  Many  of  these  houses  are  now  owner-occupied 
and  have  been  partially  or  completely  modernised.  There  are  302  houses  owned 
by  the  Council  and  less  than  300  houses  and  shops  with  living  accommodation 
whioh  are  not  owner-occupied.  Most  of  the  houses  are  well-built  and  well- 
maintained.  There  is  no  known  overcrowding. 

During  the  year  89  new  dwellings  were  completed  for  private  owners,  many 
of  these  being  bungalows,  and  25  dwellings  were  tinder  construction  at  the  end 
of  1961. 

The  Council's  Architect  has  been  instructed  to  prepare  plans  for  the  20 
dwellings  the  Council  hope  to  build. 
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Overcrowding  or  Housing  Shortage 


During  the  year  21  applications  for  houses  were  re-oeived,  7 of  these 
being  from  people  living  outside  Adlington.  Four  applications  were  for  Old 
People’s  Bungalows*  Only  3 applicants  in  Adlington  were  without  a house  of 
their  own,  these  being  very  young  married  couples  living  since  marriage  with 
their  parents. 

There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding  on  the  Council’s  list  at  the  end  of 

1961.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply 

In  April  1956  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Specif ied  Areas)  Order  came  into 
force,  and  so  far  as  Adlington  is  concerned,  retailers  now  sell  only  designated 
milk  - Tuberculin-tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised. 

There  are  3 producer-retailers  with  premises  in  Adlington  and  A retailers  with 
premises  outside  the  district  retailing  milk  in  Adlington*  In  addition  there 
are  3 shops  licensed  to  sell  Sterilised  Milk. 

The  licensing  of  Milk  Retailers  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  and  not  the  Local  Authority, 

A sample  of  milk  taken  revealed  the  presence  of  Brucella  Abox-tus  organisms; 
such  infected  milk  can  produce  in  man  the  disease  known  as  undularrt  fever. 
Pasteurisation  kills  Bacilli  organisms,  and  renders  the  milk  safe  for  con- 
sumption. Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  this  case. 

(b)  Meat 

There  is  no  licensed  Slaughterhouse  within  the  district. 

There  are  5 butchers  and  one  Pork  butcher  in  the  district,  and  8 visits  were 
made  to  these  shops  during  the  year,  and  to  meat  preparing  premises. 

(o)  Other  Foods 

Places  where  other  foods  are  prepared  or  kept  for  sale  are  inspected  frequently 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

There  are  8 small  bakehouses  and  3 fried  fish  shops  in  the  district  - all  are 
kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

39  inspections  of  places  where  food  is  orepared  were  made  during  the  year  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector.

Tuberculosis 

One  new  case  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  added  to  the  Register 
during  the  year  as  against  one  in  I960.  This  case  was  a removal  into 
Adlington  from  Blackrod.
